WASHINGTON, D. C,, Feb. 22.—Chairman 
_ Dingley has reported to the House the bill 
agreed on by the Ways and Means Com- 
_prittee to prevent the extermination of fur 
bearing animals in Alaska. According to 
the terms of the measure if the President 
finds himself unable to secure the co- 
operation of Great Britain, especially in 
securing the modus vivendi authorized by 
the bill, so as to protect and preserve ‘the 
Alaskan seal herd for this year’s sealing 
Season, then the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is authorized to take each and every 
fur seal on the Pribylof Islands and sell 


the skins and to cover’ the proceeds into 
the Treasury. 

“It is believed,” says the accompanying 
report, “‘that it is Canada that is standing 
in the way and holding back Great Britain 
from po-operating with us in the preserva- 
tion of, the seal herd, and that when 
Canada sees that we propose to take sum- 
mary measures to end not only the inhu- 
manity that consigns thousands of young 
seals to slow starvation, but also the farce 
by which we are expending large sums of 
money to pdlice Behring Sea practically to 
aid her = agic sealers in the work of ex- 
terminating seals, she will no longer en- 
deavor to prevent HDngland from uniting 
with us in efficient.-measures to save the 
seal herds to the world.”’ 

Five millions of dollars is estimated as the 
probable amount that would be ed if 
the Government should resort to the killing 
and sale,of the skins of what seals are 
left. It ip said that Inasmuch as all the 
sealskins go to London to prepared 
and dried, giving employment to nearly 50,-

That’s Why Fitzgerald Died in His Old 
Togs. 


Sheriff Henry Troll-explains his conduct 
in allowing James Fitzgerald to go to the 
gallows in his old, jail-worn suit of clothes 


and dirty underwear by-stating that he is 
only allowed $25 by the city for each exe- 


cution. 

“The city allows the Sheirff $25 for an 
execution,”” he said, “and experience has 
taught me that it generally costs three 
times that amount, without counting a new 
outfit. If I was to buy a new suit of clothes 
for the condemned man the Auditor would 
naver allow it in my bill, and I would 
have to pay for it out of my own pocket, 
You see, an execution is quite expensive. 
After the death watch is set the condemned 
man is allowed anything he wants at the 
Sheriff's expense, and some of them have 
costly whims. 

“The rope costs $ and there are other 
expenses that I can’t enumerate at present. 
Now about that rope breaking. It was a 
new rope, and not an old one, as has been 
stated. All the hangman's ropes used in 
this section of the country are made by one 
firm, and I have asked that firm to furnish 
me with a statement of when it was made 
and other narticulars about it. We tested 
it thoroughly and no one feels as badly 
about the mishap as myself.” 

When Sheriff oll’s attention was called 
to the fact that it is the custom all over 
the State, with County Sheriffs who make 
léss than $2,000 a year, to provide con- 
demned men with a complete new outfit at 
their own expense he only said: 

“Well, they can do lots of things in the 
country that I can’t do here. Fitzgerald's 
friends should have seen that he had decent 
clothes to be buried in.’’

The 
national delegates thus elected by the 
district delegations will be under no mofe 
obligation to obey the instructions of the 
State Convention than!are members of 
Congress to obey the instructions of a 
State Legislature. The State Convention 
can bind by instructions the four dele- 
gates-at-large; the district delegates will 
be absolutely free to obey or ignore the 
expressed wishes of the State Convention 
as they may choose. : 

On the other hand, if it is the States 
and not the Congressional districts that 
elect and send delegates to national con- 
ventions, the State should assert its 
authority as soon as it is challenged. If 
it is the States that are represented in 
national conventions, it is the State and 
the State only that has the right to elect 
its representatives to those conventions 
and to bind them to do its will. 

The question now at issue is a much 
broader and more vital one than is in- 
volved in Missouri's representation at 
Chicago next July. The questton now to 
be settled is, Does the State choose and 
send its representatives to a convention 
in which the representation is by States 
and Territories alone, or does that right 
belong to the Congressional districts, ex- 


cept as to the delegates-at-large?

GRAVE CRISIS AVERTED. 


Unexpected Action E Has Been Taken by 
the French Senate. 


PARIS, Feb. 22.—Most of the newspapers 
regard the conflict between the Ministry 
and the Chamber of Députies on the one

) ih an interview discussing the re 
port that Perrine’s comet is traveling v- 
ards the earth at a rate of 1,700000 miles @ 
day and that a collision is probable, said: 
“I judge the comet is a small one, per- 
haps as large as the earth. That, would 
not be very large for a comet. It prob- 
ably is not coming toward us, ag the dis- 
patches say. If it is, then there is no pos- 
sibility of its hitting us. We are travel- 
ing nineteen miles a second, and by 
14, the date they talk about its arriving, 
we shall be millions of miles from where we 
are now. To hit us it must be traveling 
toward the spot about 40,000,000 miles from 
here, where we shall be on March 14. 
ss ther or not the calculations that 
have been made about the present position 
of the comet its velocity and its course, 
are exact, depends upon whether the ob- 
servations have been good. It is not likely 
that they are exact, for a comet is a hazy 
y, and it is difficult to get good obser- 
vations. If it was a point like a star it 
could be told with mathematical certainty 
just where it would be at a certain minute 
or hour; but being a hazy thing, it is dif- 
ficult to see where is the head, the greatest 
point of condensation, and to tell exactly 
what the comet is doing. You remember in 
1892 it wags thought for some days that a 
comet was. going to hit us, and then I 
would discover that the comet was going 
away from us instead of coming toward us. | 
“A comet is not a solid body like the 


oarte. It is made up of minute bodies. We 
s compare it with a dust cloud. While 
in size it compares with the earth, there is 
no comparison in the solidity of the two. 
So far as we haye been able to learn, there 
@re no large particles of matter in the 
comet.‘ They are made up of atoms of dust, 
iron, nickel or some other me‘al. Our at- 
mosphere is practically impervious to such a 
body. Seventy or eighty miles above the 
earth, where the atmosphere js so rare that 
the vacuum is almost as good as that of a 
Crooke’s tube, there is still enough resist- 
ance % disintegrate and destroy a body 
like a comet traveling with the swiftness 
with which a comet travels. The particles 
would become infinitely fine, no larger than 
the ultimate atoms of matter. They would 
ultimately reach the earth.’’ 

“While in bulk in space, the comet may 
sense it te as big as the earth, it is not 
sense it is as big as the earth. It is not 
packed solid like the earth. Take an ordin- 
ary dust cloud, for example. It may cover 
a mile square of space, but if all the par- 
ticles were compressed they would occupy 
very little room, So a comet as large as the 
earth might not contain more than enough 
matter to make a layer one ten-thousandth 
of a millimeter deep, if spread over ‘he 
earth, the comet was made of solid 
—— of matter the result would be differ- 
en 

“The heat generated by the contact with 
the atmosphere would be sufficient to meld 
things. For instance, a one hundred ton piece 
of fron might burn a hole as big as the 
State of New York. Under the tremendous 
heat the earth ahd stone in the immediate 
neighborhood would be vaporized imme- 
diately. But there are no: large particles of 
matter in the make-up of a comet, 

‘There is just one possibility of unpleas- 
antness in a comet’s hitting the earth, 
That is the subsequent effects on the atmos- 
phere. It would seem likely that the atmos- 
phere would be filled with gaseous matter, 
and if the comet was a very big one, made 
up in part of gases, as they are, it might in- 
duce matter into the atmosphere deleterious 
to health. It migh? give us the grip or pre- 
dispose us to the attack of other diseases,”’ 


NOT IN OUR “SBT,” 


Prof. Pritchett Says‘ We Are Not 
Threatened by the Comet. 


Some of these fine days or nights a great 
big comet is going to smash this earth end- 
wise if the astronomers do not quit making 
discoveries. 

Perrine’s comet is not the one to do it, 
thotigh. It was sighted some time ago by 


Prof. Perrine at the Lick Observatory and 
the announcement made that it is ¢oming 
at the earth at a rate to make the tires of 
the big sextuplet at the bicycle show col- 
lapse with shame. ’ 
Prof. Henry 8S. Pritchett, who tells the 
story of the firmament to pupils at the 
Washington University, says, though, that 
just as the comet gets within a little less 
than a day’s journey of the earth it will 
taka a new tack and veer off into space. 
The new comet isn’t cutting much’ ice 
anyhow, says Prof. Pritchett. 
“It is really of very little importance,” 
said Prof. Pritchett to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. ‘‘For that reason not much atten- 
tion is being paid to it. We have made a 
few observations at the University, and 
have figured on its orbit. I have not the 
figures at hand, and cannot remember them 
exactly. The statement that it is but 40,- 
000,000 miles distant and is traveling toward 
us at the rate of 1,600,000 miles a day, how- 
ever, is slightly overdrawn. It is true that 
the section of its orbit which it is now tray- 
ersing carries it toward the earth, but 
about March 1 it will swing around and 
go off in the opposite direction te where it 
elongs.”’ 
According to Prof. Pritchett this particu- 
lar comet doesn’t dance in our set by any 
means. It is entirely outside the family. 
The only comets really received into the 
good society of astronomers and recognized 
comprige a very exclusive family of twelve 
or thirteen that swing around the sun in an 
eternal and stately minuet. Perrine’s eomet 
is only a common celestial tramp, trying to 
force itself Into good society. 
“This comet is of an entirely different char- 
acter. from the regular class,’ said Prof. 
Pritchett. “This is its first appearance and 
so far no one is able to say when is will 
reappear. It comes from no one knows 
where and is going to the same place. Its 
orbit is practically an unknown quantity 
save that the earth is safe from any col? 
lision with it. The nearest it will approach 
the earth will be 10,000,000 miles, which will 
be reached on March 1. We cayno? calcu- 
late how long it has been whirlifig through 
or how it was formed. It belongs to 

another system, and has no relation to our 
eun. Whether it revolves around another 
sun or not cannét be told. The earth’s at- 
traction will bly swerve it somewhat 
from its orbi 

Prof. Pritchett says that the comet's de- 
parture from its regular orbit will not be 
enough to hurt. - 
Few persons, probably, will care to take 
the ee ag to look for any old comet like 
Perrine’s. It will be visible, however, Prof. 
Pritchett states, about March 1, from S8t. 
Louig. It will be barely rnible and 
difficulty will be experienced in locat-

RUNYON’S BODY. UNHONORED. 


It Was Garted Away Frem the Pier in 
an Express Wagen,

NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—Received by only 
a dozen policemen and twice as many citi- 
zens of Hoboken, the rude packing case that 
protected the coffin containing the body of 
Theodore Runyon, former Ambassador 
from the United States to Germany, was 
the steamship 
Havel and laid upon American soil. 

It had been expected that either State 
or Federal authorities would be on hand to 
take charge of the body, but to the sur- 
prise of the local officials and those of the 
steamship company none appeared. 

The lack of ceremony on the pier and the 
neglect of all the customary honors attract- 
ed the attention of the passengers on the 
Havel, many of whom expressed surprise 
at the seeming lack of respect shown the 
memory of the dead man. 

The body, in a*sealed metallic coffin and 
incased in a pine shipping box, was taken 
from the Havel and placed in an express 
wagon. In this undignified manner, unes- 
corted save for the driver and -undertaker, 
it was taken to the Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western station and placed in an express 
car. The pine box was ac eae ee arge 
and it proved too wide for the door of the 
ear. A portion of it had to be chopped 
away. Once inside, it was covered with 
an American flag. 

About two hours afterward Maj.-Gen. 
Plume and his staff arrived at the station. 
They took charge of the body in behalf of 
the State and accompanied it to Newark.
